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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


The factors indicating the trend of economic conditions showed only slight 
changes in June, common stock prices and deposit liabilities rising slightly. 
Declines, on the other hand, were shown in wholesale prices, the physical volume 
of business and in capitalized bond yields. 

The main influence in depressing the index of wholesale prices was the 
drop in grain due to favourable crop conditions. Prices of raw materials have 
shown considerable decline in recent months and an appreciable disparity is 
now being shown between finished goods and raw materials. The capitalized 
index of Dominion bond yields was only slightly lower than the maximum of 
recent years reached in May. A gain was shown in the deposit liabilities and 
the banking position remains particularly strong. A marked change was noted 
in the tenor of stock exchanges, common stock prices rising sharply in the latter 
part of the month. 

The factors indicating the trend of mineral production were mostly re- 
actionary in June. Copper exports amounted to 42 million pounds against 
59 million in May, while nickel exports dropped from 16-9 million pounds to 
9-4 million. A considerable decline was shown in zinc exports, the index 
retreating from 199 to 114. The exports of asbestos were 16,306 pounds against 
19,057 and a considerable increase was shown in the imports of bauxite for 
the manufacture of aluminium. 

A slight gain was shown in the production of wheat flour in the latest 
month for which statistics are available. A contraseasonal decline was shown 
in the manufacture of sugar, the index declining from 116 to 96. The increase 
in the production of factory cheese and creamery butter failed to meet seasonal 
expectations, while a decline was recorded in the export of canned salmon. 

Declines were shown in each of the indexes indicative of the trend in the 
textile industry. The consumption of raw cotton dropped from 9-4 million 
pounds to 9-0 million, and the index for the imports of raw wool and yarn 
dropped from 114-5 to 57. A slight gain was shown in the production of news- 
print after seasonal adjustment, the total in June having been 201,694 tons. 
A revival was recorded in the lumber export trade, the outward movement 
of planks and boards rising to 166 million feet from 125 million. 

The primary iron and steel industry was more active after seasonal adjust- 
ment, the index of the output of steel ingots moving up from 175-4 to 181-5. 
The index of pig iron production, on the other hand, dropped from 109-7 to 104-5. 
The index of automobile output has shown a seasonal gain for the third consecutive 
month, the total in June having been 14,732 units against 18,115. The imports 
of crude petroleum were 137-6 million gallons against 133-0 and a considerable 
gain was shown in the imports of crude rubber mainly for the making of tires. 
The gain in this item was from 5-7 million pounds to 7-3 million. 

Construction contracts awarded failed to meet seasonal expectations in 
June. The railway freight movement was further contracted, the total in 
June having been 187,467 cars against 190,164 in May. 

Merchandise exports rose from $72-8 million to $78-3 million, the index, 
after seasonal adjustment, advancing from 86-4 to 96-9. Imports wers down, 
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the index off half a point at 82-2. Bank debits in June were $2,730-1 million 
against $2,462 million in May. A considerable gain was shown after seasonal 
adjustment, the index advancing from 104-4 to 125-8. 


Gold Production 


Canada’s May production of gold, 381,098 ounces, set a new monthly 
record. April production was 368,439 ounces and the output in May, 1937, 
was 340,125 ounces. The months’ output at $35.22 per ounce was valued 
at $13,421,955. In April the average was $35.15 and the value $12,950,631. 
In the first five months of 1937 Canada produced 1,827,475 ounces of gold, 
an increase of 12-2 p.c. over the corresponding period of 1937. 


Newsprint 


An increase of 15,188 tons was shown in June shipments of Canadian 
newsprint which totalled 208,476, compared with May shipments of 193,288 
tons. Production was 201,694 tons against 207,678 tons, the previous month. 
A year ago the output had been 312,165 tons and shipments 303,632. During 
the month Canadian mills operated at 57 p.c. of capacity, against 58-7 p.c. 
in May and 56-7 p.c. in April. Canadian overseas sales increased to 52,257 
tons in June from May’s 28,639 tons. 


Petroleum 


Alberta oil production for the first five months of 1938 showed a large 
increase with a new record yield in May. In the five-month period, a total 
of 2,296,845 barrels of oil was produced, despite a 35 to 44 p.c. proration schedule. 
This compared with 768,630 barrels in the corresponding period of 1937 and 
381,985 for the first five months of 1936. 


Contracts awarded 


While the half-year’s total of construction contracts awarded was under 
that of the similar period of last year, $80,656,000 against $110,371,000, the 
aggregate was, nevertheless, the best of any comparable period of any other recent 
year back to 1931. The reduction this year from last year was about $30,000- 
000, while the improvement as compared with the first half of 1936 was less than 
$3,000,000. The placings in June, while being the best of any month in 1938 
to date, and nearly $2,400,000 greater than in May, nevertheless were almost 
$10,000,000 below the same month in 1937. May was down over $5,500,000 
and April was $9,000,000 lower than the same month of last year. Construc- 
tion has not yet approached its old-time velocity and volume. 


Wholesale Prices 


While the general movement of wholesale prices tended to a lower level 
in June, there was a clearly discernible stiffening in certain basic commodities, 
including the principal non-ferrous metals and rubber. The grain markets 
responded to a favourable outlook and wheat prices dipped sharply, the index 
of grain falling from 78-7 to 74-1 in the last week of the month compared with 
98-5 for a year ago, but still appreciably above 58-2 reached in the corresponding 
week of 1936. Reflecting the depletion in Western stocks and increased exports 
in 1937, as well as extremely well regulated marketings, cattle prices in Canada 
have been maintained at unusally high levels in recent months when compared 
with those ruling in the United States and elsewhere. The margin between 
cattle prices in Great Britain and the United States, our two export outlets, 
has become very narrow. Among the more important commodities to move 
lower during June were hides, milk products and vegetable oils, while raw 
cotton, eggs, livestock, rubber and copper advanced.

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Cost of Living 

Lower prices for fuel, clothing and sundries partly offset by moderate 
gains for foods, resulted in a slight decline in the general cost of living index 
for Canada from 84-2 in May to 84-1 in June. 


Relief 


Fully employable persons receiving relief in May numbered 154,000, a 
decrease of 28 p.c. from the same month of 1937, when the total was 214,618. 
The decrease from April, 1938, was 8-7 p.c. These figures exclude persons 
receiving agricultural relief. A total of 85,000 farmers, who together with their 
dependents, accounted for a farm population of 382,000 received agricultural 
aid for subsistance in May. This was a decrease of 2-5 p.c. from the preceding 
month but an increase of more than 27 p.c. over May, 1937. The preliminary 
grand total of all persons receiving material and agricultural aid was 961,000, 
a decrease of 6-2 p.c. from April and 7-4 p.c. from May, 1937. 


Department Store Sales 


Department store sales in Canada gained 7 p.c. in June over May and 
were only 3 p.c. lower than in June, 1937. The unadjusted index on the base 
1930=100 was 77-8 for June, 1938, 72-9 for May and 80-5 for June, 1937. 
After adjusting for differences in number of business days, sales in June advanced 
about the usual seasonal amount from May while the 3 p.c. decline below June 
a year ago is about on a par with the average decrease for the first six months 
of this year compared with the similar period of 1937. 


Stock Prices 


The upward movement of the stock markets in the latter part of June 
was reflected in a sharp gain in valuations reported by the Toronto Stock 
Exchange of its listed stocks. At the end of June, valuation of all stocks was 
$4,734,265,343, a gain of $345,368,671 as compared with the total one month 
before. In the month of May there had been a decline of $130,000,000. In 
contrast to the low point, March 31, valuations at the end of June represented 
a gain of $648,461,701. Base metals in June rose $186,856,319 to $1,224,- 
979,588. Senior gold stocks continued their rise with a further gain of $8,548,- 
301 to $440,541,718, while junior golds and prospects also advanced. 

Common stock prices came to life in the third week of June to stage the 
most impressive rally of the current year, an upswing which has continued to 
the time of writing. All major stock groups contributed to the June rise, 
carrying market averages up to mid-March levels. The extent of the move- 
ment may be judged from daily general price indexes which advanced from 
94-7 on June 17 to 104-7 on the 29th. Mining issues made steady headway 
until June 17, when gold stocks were affected by the drop in the London price. 
Base metals were strongly upward and carried the general mining stock price 
index close to its highest level of the year at 145-6 on June 30. 


Dividend Payments 


Dividend payments by Canadian corporations in the month of July showed 
a reduction of about 5 p.c. According to an unofficial analysis, the 157 com- 
panies scheduled to make payments will distribute an aggregate total of nearly 
$26-8 million. This compared with $28-2 million in July, 1937, and represents 
a decline of $1-4 million, or about 5 p.c. 


International Trade in Securities 


The volume of Canada’s international trade in securities during the month 
of May showed a decline of about 20 p.c. from the volume for April. Most

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of this contraction was in the repurchases by Canada of Canadian bonds with 
the consequence that the direction of the trading changed, total sales to all 
countries exceeding total purchases by almost $3 million. Approximately 38 
p.c. of all transactions were in Canadian bonds and debentures, while trans- 
actions in Canadian common and preference stocks represented about 35 p.c. 
of total sales and purchases. 

During the first five months of 1938, the volume of Canada’s international 
trade in securities exceeded $258 million. Net sales to all countries were more 
than $7 million; net sales to the United States were nearly $8 million; to 
countries other than the United States and the United Kingdom, net sales 
were over $4 million; net purchases from the United Kingdom during the same 
period exceeded $5 million. Net sales to all countries of Canadian stocks 
exceeded $9 million; net sales were recorded also in common and preference 
stocks of companies in the United States, the United Kingdom and other 
countries, in the Dominion and Provincial government bonds and outstanding 
government issues of the United Kingdom. Canada purchased on balance 
Canadian Municipal, guaranteed and unguaranted railway and corporation 
bonds, United States corporation bonds and outstanding issues of ‘“‘Other 
Countries.” 


Dominion Government Revenues 


Total ordinary revenues of the federal government in June were $34,005,405 
compared to $36,668,741 in June 1937. Special receipts brought the corres- 
ponding totals to $34,144,332 and $36,977,297, respectively. Total ordinary 
expenditure in June was $23,167,664 compared to $26,326,585 in June, 1937. 
Special expenditures also declined as did the expenditures on government- 
owned enterprises. 


Tenders were accepted by the Bank of Canada for $30,000,000 in Domin- 


ion Treasury bills due October 14, 1938, at an average discount price of 
$99 -87826 to yield an average of -489 p.c. 


Public Debt of Canada 


A comprehensive study prepared by the Finance Statistics Branch of the 
Bureau shows that the total aggregate net direct debt of the Dominion, Prov- 
incial and Municipal governments circa 1937 amounted to $5,699,070,680, 
with guaranteed indirect debt of the Dominion and Provincial governments 
totalling an additional $1,463,092,433. No figures are available as to indirect 
debt of municipalities in Canada. The combined total represents an indebted- 
ness of $7,162,163,113. Of the gross bonded municipal indebtedness totalling 
$1,447 ,611,328, approximately 75 per cent was attributed to the cities. On 
a per capita basis the net direct debt figure represents an average of $512, 
while the grand aggregate of public net debt and guaranteed or indirect debt 
stands at $644 per inhabitant. 


Conditions in the United States 


The volume of industrial production in the United States increased slightly 
in June, improvement having been shown week by week. A spectacular develop- 
ment was the advance in stock prices, the gain during the month having been 
20 p.c. The declines following February 25 were offset by the recent advance. 
The index of industrial raw material prices moved up 5-6 p.c. in the two weeks 
ended June 28. These upward movements in industrial production and prices 
were the first indications of improvement in the general business situation in 
the 10 month period. Steel operations increased week by week contrary to 
the usual seasonal movement. Demand for lead and zine improved during 
the month. Lead and zine quotations consequently were raised several times 
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during the last of June advancing from 4 cents per pound to 4-75 and to 4-50 
cents, respectively. Construction contracts, after seasonal adjustment, dropped 
back to about the level prevailing in the first four months of the year and was 
about 25 p.c. below the level of a year ago. Automobile production after 
seasonal adjustment, showed decline for the 8th consecutive month. Freight 
carloadings increased 2} p.c., the revenues of Class I railways increasing by 
$44 million. Crop prospects were reported on July 1, as the best for the corre- 
sponding season in any year since 1929. 


United Kingdom 


The current industrial situation in the United Kingdom shows a marked 
slowing up on the recession movement. On the political side there is the 
development of a better and quieter atmosphere in Europe while on the economic 
side the rise in British prices during the latter part of June is significant. Em- 
ployment figures show little change between April and May. The total number 
of employed in May was 11,375,000, about the same as the corresponding 
month in 1937. Unemployment, however, has increased during the year from 
1,396,800 to 1,779,000. Coal production and exports were well maintained 
during May, but new orders would be appreciated. The iron and steel trades 
are still active, with a tendency to increase inventory. The textile trades 
with the exception of rayon were rather dull. The building industry remains 
active, with no apparent indications of any approaching recession. Carloadings 
were off but electric power consumption is increasing. The stock market, in 
sympathy with the upswing on the American exchange, displayed a much 
improved tone towards the end of June. In the price field, cotton, rubber, 
tin, lead, copper, gold, silk, jute, wheat, sugar and chemicals among the leading 
commodities showed marked recovery in the last week of June, offsetting the 
general declines noted in the first two weeks of the month.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


Les facteurs indiquant |’orientation de la situation économique ne montrent que de légers 
changements en juin, les actions ordinaires et les dépéts bancaires accusant une légére hausse. 
D’autre part il y a des baisses dans les prix de gros, le volume physique des affaires et le rende- 
ment capitalisé des obligations. 

La principale influence qui a déprimé I’indice des prix de gros est la chute du grain, ce qui 
est di & |’état favorable des cultures. Les prix des matiéres premiéres ont décliné considéra- 
blement ces derniers mois et il y a maintenant une disparité appréciable entre les produits ouvrés 
et les matiéres premiéres. L’indice du rendement capitalisé des obligations du Dominion n’est 
que légérement inférieur au maximum de ces derniéres années, atteint en mai. Les dépéts 
bancaires accusent un gain et la position des banques reste particuliérement forte. II se pro- 
duit un changement marqué dans l’orientation des valeurs spéculatives, le cours des actions 
ordinaires montant brusquement la derniére partie du mois. 

Les facteurs indiquant l’orientation de la production minérale sont pour la plupart réac- 
tionnaires en juin. Les exportations de cuivre s’élévent 4 42,000,000 de livres, contre 59,000,000 
en mai; tandis que les exportations de nickel tombent de 16,900,000 4 9,400,000 livres. Les 
exportations de zinc montrent un déclin considérable et l’indice rétrograde de 199 4 114. Les 
exportations d’amiante s’établissent 4 16,306 livres, 4 rapprocher de 19,057, et les importations 
de bauxite pour la production de |’aluminium augmentent considérablement. 

La production de farine de blé enregistre un léger gain le dernier mois ov les statistiques 
existent. La production de sucre montre un déclin hors de saison, l’indice fiéchissant de 116 
4 96. L’augmentation de la production de fromage de fabrique et de beurre de crémerie n’a 
pu faire face aux perspectives saisonniéres, tandis que les exportations de saumon en bofte accu- 
sent un déclin. 

Chacun des indices tragant l’orientation de l’industrie textile fait voir un déclin. La con- 
sommation de coton brut passe de 9,400,000 livres 4 9,000,000 de livres et l’indice des importa- 
tions de laine brute et de filés de laine tombe de 114-5 457. La production de papier 4 journal 
fait voir un léger gain, aprés ajustement saisonnier, le total en juin étant de 201,694 tonnes. 
Il y a reprise dans l’exportation du bois d’ceuvre et les expéditions de madriers et planches s‘éta- 
blissent 4 166,000,000, contre 125,000,000 de pieds. 

L’industrie primaire du fer et de |’acier est plus active, aprés ajustement saisonnier, et 
l'indice de la production d’acier en lingots monte de 175-4 4 181-5. D’autre part, l’indice 
de la production de fonte en gueuse baisse de 109-7 4 104-5. La production d’automobiles 
accuse un gain saisonnier pour le troisiéme mois consécutif, le total en juin étant de 14,732 com- 
parativement a 18,115 unités. Les importations de pétrole brut s’élévent 4 137,600,000 gallons, 
& rapprocher de 133,000,000 de gallons, et il se produit un gain considérable dans les impor- 
tations de caoutchouc brut employé surtout dans la fabrication de bandages. Cet item fait 
un gain de 5,700,000 4 7,300,000 livres. 

Les contrats de construction trompent les perspectives saisonniéres en juin. Le trafic- 
marchandises des chemins de fer se contracte encore, le total en juin étant de 187,467 wagons, 
contre 190,164 en mai. 

Les exportations s’élévent de $72,800,000 4 $78,300,000. L’indice, aprés ajustement 
saisonnier, avance de 86-4 4 96-9. Les débits bancaires en juin s’élévent 4 $2,730,100,000, 
contre $2,462,000,000 en mai. Ils accusent un gain considérable, aprés ajustement saisonnier, 
lindice avangant de 104-4 A 125-8. 


Production d’or 

La production canadienne d’or en mai, 381,098 onces, établit un nouveau record mensuel. 
La production était de 368,439 onces en avril et de 340,125 onces en mai 1937. La production 
du mois, & $35.22 l’once, vaut $13,421,955. En avril le cours moyen a été de $35.15 et la valeur, 
de $12,950,631. Les cinq premiers mois de 1937 le Canada a produit 1,827,475 onces d’or, 
augmentation de 12 p.c. sur la période correspondante de 1937. 
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Papier 4 journal 


Une augmentation de 15,188 tonnes se produit en juin dans les expéditions de papier a 
journal canadien, qui forment un total de 208,476 tonnes, 4 rapprocher de 193,288 tonnes en 
mai. La production s’éléve 4 201,694 tonnes, contre 207,678 tonnes le mois précédent. Il 
y a un an la production était de 312,165 tonnes et les expéditions, de 303,632. Au cours du 
mois les moulins canadiens ont fonctionné 4 57 p.c. de leur capacité, comparativement 4 58-7 
p.c. en mai et 56-7 en avril. Les ventes canadiennes aux pays d’outre-mer s’établissent & 52,257 
tonnes en juin, contre 28,639 tonnes en mai. 


Pétrole 


Les cing premiers mois de 1938 la production d’huile en Alberta accuse une forte augmen- 
tation et la production en mai établit un nouveau record. La production des cing mois donne 
un total de 2,296,845 barils, en dépit du prorata fixé de 35 4 44 p.c. Ceci se compare 4 768,630 
barils la période correspondante de 1937 et 381,985 les cing premiers mois de 1936. 


Contrats de construction 


Bien que la valeur totale des contrats de construction le premier semestre de 1l’année soit 
inférieure A celle de la méme période de |’an dernier ($80,656,000, contre $110,371,000), elle est 
néanmoins la meilleure de toute autre période comparable en ces derniéres années depuis 1931. 
La réduction de cette année sur I’an dernier est d’environ $30,000,000, tandis que |’amélioration 
par rapport au premier semestre de 1936 est de moins de $3,000,000. Les adjudications en 
juin, bien qu’elles soient les meilleures de tout mois de 1938 a date et qu’elles soient de $2,400,000 
plus élevées qu’en mai, sont néanmoins de prés de $10,000,000 inférieures 4 celles du méme mois 
en 1937. En mai elles ont baissé de plus de $5,500,000 et en avril elles étaient de $9,000,000 
inférieures 4 celles du méme mois !’an dernier. La construction n’a pas encore atteint sa vélo- 
cité et son volume d’autrefois. 


Prix de gros 


Bien que le mouvement général des prix de gros efit tendance A la baisse en juin, il y a 
eu un raidissement clairement visible dans certaines commodités basiques, y compris les princi- 
paux métaux non ferreux et le caoutchouc. Les marchés du grain ont répondu & une perspec- 
tive favorable et les prix du blé ont baissé brusquement, l’indice du grain tombant de 78-7 4 
74-1 la derniére semaine du mois comparativement 4 98-5 l’an dernier; c’est encore assez au- 
dessus de 56-2 touché la semaine correspondante de 1936. A la suite de l’épuisement des stocks 
de l’OQuest et d’exportations plus fortes en 1937, ainsi que d’arrivages extrémement bien mesurés, 
les prix du bétail au Canada se sont maintenus a des niveaux extraordinairement élevés ces mois 
derniers en regard des prix aux Etats-Unis et ailleurs. La marge entre les prix du bétail au 
Royaume-Uni et aux Etats-Unis, nos deux débouchés d’exportation, est devenue trés étroite. 
Parmi les plus importantes commodités & baisser durant juin, mentionnons les cuirs, les produits 
du lait et les huiles végétales; d’autre part, le coton brut, les ceufs, le bétail, le caoutchouc et 
le cuivre ont monté. 


Coat de la vie 


Les prix plus bas du combustible, du vétement et des commodités diverses en partie contre- 
balancés par des gains modérés pour les aliments ont amené un faible déclin dans l’indice général 
du coat de la vie pour le Canada de 84-2 en mai 4 84-1 en juin. 


Secours 


Les personnes parfaitement susceptibles d’étre employées qui regoivent des secours en 
mai se chiffrent 4 154,000, diminution de 28 p.c. sur le méme mois de 1937, alors qu’elles formaient 
un total de 214,618. La diminution sur avril 1938 est de 8-7 p.c. Ces chiffres ne compren- 
nent pas les personnes recevant des secours agricoles. Un total de 85,000 fermiers qui, avec 
les personnes 4 leur charge, forment une population agricole de 382,000 Ames, ont recu des 
secours agricoles pour pourvoir 4 leur subsistance en mai. C’est une diminution de 2-5 p.c. 
sur le mois précédent, mais une augmentation de plus de 27 p.c. sur mai 1937. Le grand total 
préliminaire des personnes recevant des secours matériels et agricoles est de 961,000, diminution 
de 6-2 p.c. sur avril et de 7-4 p.c. sur mai 1937. 
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Ventes des magasins 4 rayons 


En juin les ventes des magasins 4 rayons au Canada font un gain de 7 p.c. sur mai et ne 
sont que de 3 p.c. inférieures A celles de juin 1937. L’indice non ajusté, sur la base de 1930 = 100, 
s’établit 4 77-8 en juin 1938, 72-9 en mai et 80-5 en juin 1937. Aprés ajustement pour diffé- 
rences dans le nombre de jours ouvrables, les ventes en juin montrent une avance sur mai & 
peu prés égale au mouvement saisonnier, tandis que le déclin de 3 p.c. par rapport & juin il y 
a un an est A peu prés au méme niveau que la diminution moyenne du premier semestre de 
l’année courante, comparativement A la méme période de 1937.

Cours des actions ordinaires 


La hausse des cours de la Bourse la derniére partie de juin se refléte par un gain frappant 
dans les évaluations des titres inscrits rapportées par le Stock Exchange de Toronto. A la 
fin de juin, l’évaluation de toutes les actions ordinaires était de $4,734,265,343, soit un gain 
de $345,368,671 comparativement au total du dernier mois. En mai, il y a un déclin de $130,- 
000,000. Comparativement au bas niveau du 31 mars, les évaluations de juin représentent 
un gain de $648,461,701. Les métaux communs en juin ont gagné $186,856,319 pour atteindre 
$1,224,979,588. Les titres auriféres seniors poursuivent leur hausse avec un autre gain de 
$8,548,301, & $440,541,718; d’autre part les titres auriféres juniors et les prospects avancent 
aussi. 

Le cours des actions ordinaires s’est mis en mouvement la troisiéme semaine de juin pour 
marquer la plus frappante reprise de cette année; c’est une hausse qui s’est poursuivie jusqu’au 
moment od nous allons sous presse. Tous les principaux groupes d’actions ont participé a 
la hausse de juin, portant les moyennes du marché aux niveaux de la mi-mars. L’ampleur 
du mouvement peut se voir d’aprés l’indice général du cours quotidien qui est passé de 94-7 
le 17 juin & 104-7 le 29. Les titres miniers ont progressé réguliérement jusqu’au 17 juin alors 
que les titres auriféres ont été affectés par la baisse de Londres. Les bas métaux ont été forte- 
ment a la hausse et ont porté l’indice général des titres miniers prés de leur niveau le plus élevé 
de l’année 4 545-6 le 30 juin. 


Paiement de dividendes 


Les dividendes payés par les corporations canadiennes en juillet accusent une réduction 
de 5 p.c. environ. Suivant une analyse non officielle ci-dessous, les 157 compagnies qui doivent 
faire des paiements vont distribuer un ensemble global de prés de $26,800,000. C’est un déclin 
de $1,400,000 ou de 5 p.c. environ en regard des $28,200,000 de juillet 1937. 


Commerce international de valeurs mobiliéres 


Le volume du commerce international du Canada en valeurs mobiliéres en mai accuse 
un déclin de 20 p.c. environ en regard d’avril. Le gros de cette contraction consiste en rachats 
par le Canada d’obligations canadiennes avec la conséquence que la direction du commerce a 
changé, les ventes globales 4 tous les pays dépassant les achats globaux par prés de $3,000,000. 
Environ 38 p.c. de toutes les transactions comprennent des obligations et débentures cana- 
diennes, tandis que les transactions d’actions ordinaires et privilégiées canadiennes représentent 
environ 35 p.c. des ventes et achats globaux. 

Les cing premiers mois de 1938, le volume du commerce international du Canada en valeurs 
mobiliéres dépasse $258,000,000. Les ventes nettes 4 tous les pays dépassent $7,000,000; les 
ventes nettes aux Etats-Unis approchent $8,000,000; les ventes nettes aux pays autres que les 
Etats-Unis et le Royaume-Uni dépassent $4,000,000; les achats nets du Royaume-Uni durant 
la méme période dépassent $5,000,000. Les ventes nettes 4 tous les pays d’actions ordinaires 
canadiennes dépassent $9,000,000; il y a aussi des ventes nettes pour ce qui est des actions ordi- 
naires et privilégiées de compagnies aux Etats-Unis, au Royaume-Uni et aux autres pays en obli- 
gations de gouvernements provinciaux et d’émissions gouvernementales courantes du Royaume- 
Uni. Le Canada a acheté en solde des obligations municipales canadiennes, des obligations 
garanties et non garanties de chemins de fer et de corporations, des obligations de corporations 
américaines et de quelques émissions courantes d’“‘autres pays’’. 
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Recettes du gouvernement fédéral 


Les recettes ordinaires globales du gouvernement fédéral en juin sont de $34,005,405 contre 
$36,668,741 en juin 1937. Les recettes spéciales portent les totaux correspondants 4 $34,144,332 
et $36,977,297 respectivement. Les dépenses ordinaires globales en juin sont de $23,167,664 
contre $26,326,585 en juin 1937. Les dépenses spéciales ont aussi baissé tout comme les dépenses 
dans les entreprises du gouvernement. 

Des soumissions ont été acceptées par la Banque du Canada au montant de $30,000,000 
pour bons du Trésor fédéral dus le 14 octobre 1938, 4 un prix moyen de $99-87826 pour donner 
un escompte moyen de -489 p.c. 


Dette publique du Canada 


Une étude compréhensive préparée par la Branche des Statistiques Financiéres montre 
que la dette directe nette globale du Dominion, des provinces et des municipalités pour 1937 
est de $5,699,070,680; la dette indirecte, garantie par le Dominion et les provinces, se totalise 
& $1,463,092,433 additionnels. Il n’y a pas de chiffres connus sur la dette indirecte des muni- 
cipalités canadiennes. Le total combiné représente une dette de $7,162,163,113. Soixante 
et quinze p.c. de la dette brute fondée municipale est attribuée aux cités. Sur une base per 
capita, le chiffre de la dette directe nette représente une moyenne de $512 tandis que le grand 
total de la dette nette publique et garantie ou dette indirecte équivaut 4 $644 par habitant. 


LA SITUATION AUX ETATS-UNIS 


Le volume de la production industrielle aux Etats-Unis augmente un peu en juin; il y a 
eu de l’amélioration chaque semaine. L’avance des actions ordinaires est une amélioration 
frappante, le gain du mois étant de 20 p.c. Les déclins 4 la suite du 25 février ont été contre- 
balancés par les récentes avances. L’indice des prix des matiéres premiéres pour |’industrie 
monte de 5-6 p.c. durant les deux semaines terminées le 28 juin. Ces hausses dans la produc- 
tion industrielle et dans les prix sont les premiéres indications d’amélioration dans la situation 
commerciale en général d’une période de dix mois. Les opérations sidérurgiques augmentent 
chaque semaine contrairement au mouvement saisonnier habituel. La demande pour le plomb 
et le zine s’est améliorée durant le mois. Les cotes du plomb et du zinc ont monté conséquem- 
ment plusieurs fois durant la derniére partie de juin, passant de 4 cents la livre 4 4-75 et a 4-50 
cents, respectivement. Les contrats de construction, aprés ajustement saisonnier, tombent 
de nouveau & peu prés au niveau des quatre premiers mois de |’année qui est de 25 p.c. inférieur 
& celui de l’an dernier. La production d’automobiles, aprés ajustement saisonnier, baisse pour 
le huitiéme mois consécutif. Le trafic-marchandises augmente de 2-5 p.c., le revenu des che- 
mins de fer de la Classe I augmentant de $4,500,000. Les perspectives de la récolte le ler juillet 
sont considérées comme les meilleures pour toute saison correspondante depuis 1929. 


LA SITUATION AU ROYAUME-UNI 


La situation courante industrielle au Royaume-Uni accuse un ralentissement marqué du 
mouvement de recul. Au point de vue politique, il y a le développement d’une atmosphére 
meilleure et plus tranquille en Europe tandis qu’au point de vue économique la hausse des prix 
britanniques la derniére partie de juin est significative. Les chiffres de l’emploiement indiquent 
peu de changement entre avril et mai. Le nombre de travailleurs en mai est de 11,375,000, 
& peu prés le méme nombre qu’en 1937. Le chémage cependant a augmenté durant |’année de 
1,396,800 4 1,779,000 chémeurs. La production de charbon et les exportations se sont bien 
maintenues en mai, mais de nouvelles commandes seraient appréciées. La sidérurgie est tou- 
jours active; il y a tendance 4 augmenter les inventaires. Les textiles, A l’exception de la 
rayonne, sont plutét tranquilles. La construction est toujours active sans indications appa- 
rentes de prochaine récession. Les chargements de wagons sont faibles mais la consommation 
d’énergie électrique augmente. Le marché, en sympathie avec la hausse du marché américain, 
a manifesté une meilleure allure sur la fin de juin. Pour ce qui est des prix, le coton, le caout- 
chouc, |’étain, le plomb, le cuivre, l’or, la soie, le jute, le blé, le sucre et les produits chimiques, 
parmi les principales commodités, ont montré une reprise marquée la derniére semaine de juin, 
contrebalancant les déclins généraux des deux premiéres semaines du mois.
